Iminediatelv afii i 
dioMBP BIBtterp a.-.-uim tl a more violent 
asptct. The liist strious diffioulty oc- 
eurred in the uiiper part of the city. A 
couple of gentlemen were ritliim aloii^ 
in a carriage, when liny wire fired at 
from a house by Unmans or Irish ana 
ami one of them wounded. The firing 
was repealed. Ed Williams, a watch- 
man in the Beeood Ward, Joseph Selvage 
and John Latti., Americans, went then 
Latta had his leg shattered by a Mjoekel 
ball, Selvage received several buckshots 
about hi* body, and \\ HiiaMiri vvas slight- 
ly injured. 

The report reached the lower part al 
the city that six Americans had been shot 
and were lying in I h. Pylea'p ollice. This 
caused the MaBBJaWafje t>f a large crowd, 
which proceeded uptown. The first at- 
tack made by the crowd was on a Ger- 
man named John Yoj»t. in a house from 
which shots had been fired upon Atniai- 
64 .ns, on the coi ner of Clay ami Madison, 
lie was shot, stabbed, and beaten. His 
recovery doubtful. Everything in the 
lower part of the house was broken to 
ptaoeaa 

The crowd proceeded to the corner of 
Madison and Shelby, where firing from 
the houses had taken place, and they 
nddled two groceries. A German rope- 
maker named Hein, who was walking 
along the street, was be et by the crowd 
and terribly beaten. 

The crowd then ransacked a German 
beer house, corner of Walnut and Shel- 
by, kept by C Kiszler, and two houses 
occupied by Germans on the corner ot 
Shelby and Marshall. A German nam- 
ed John Feller vvas stabbed several times 
but not dangerously injured. 

The next scene of the riot vvas on Jef- 
ferson stieet, near Beargrass creek. — 
Here a party of gentlemen coming into 
the city was fired upon by foretgneri 
from the houses, ami some of them sc 
riously wounded. Armbruster'a brewer) 
and several houses from which the .-hot- 
were fired were attacked, and the eon 
teatP demolished. The brewery was af 
lerwardslired and bm neddoun, vvitliM v 
oral other houses. A number of window 
paaea in other houses were broken. Sev- 
eral Germans were very badly beaten.

V\ hile this was going on in the upper 
part of the city, several persons were 
fired upon in the lower part of Main 
street. About 5 o'clock two Americans 
were shot from an Irish house, while go- 
ing along on Chapel street. This at once 
brought the excitement to the high. st 
pitch. The Irish row on Main street, be- 
low Eleventh, was attacked and fired 
ami several petsens were killed and some 
burned. A large number were wounded. 
The Irishman who shot Graham while he 
was taking care ef Uhoades, an Amen 
can that had been shot, vvas hung, but 
eat down before he died. At least thirty 
shots were lired from houses on Chapel 
street. It is impossible to ascertain all 
that were wounded. Malvin II. Scott, 
American, has his arm badly shattered 
by a ball. 

Seven or eight houses on ihe north side 
of Alain street, above Eleventh, and two 
on the south side, were burned. A man 
named Richard lilaekburn, who had hold 
of I he pipe of the American Eagle Com- 
pany, was shot about I o'clock this morn- 
ing. The houses were nearly all owned 
by Francis Quinn, who was killed. 

Later at night, one of the grocerie* 
ransacked on Madison street vvas burn- 
ed down, and also two Irish cooper-shop- 
on Maia street. There were several 
German cooper-shops in the same vicin- 
ity, but none of them were burned. W e 
are creditably informed that the mob had 
nothing to do with this fire.

William-, policemen, accompaaiet] bi 

Geo. Latta, ( has. Jones, and a lew oth- 
ers, all Americans, went from the corner 
of Green and Shelby towaid the erowd 
of Germans for the purpose of conn nan I- 
ing the peace. As they approached, 
some IS or 13 guns and pistols were fired 
at them by the German-. Selvage was 
wounded in the face and breast. Wil- 
liam- in the back and legs, Latta had a 
h g crushed by the shot, and Jones was 
wounded in the legs. 

About the same time Mr. Win. Rich 
aid-on, a teacher in one of the public 
schools, MBi passing on Shelby street, 
found a party of Catholic Germans drag- 
ging out a German from a house, the 
door of which they had broken open, ami 
beating him cruelly for having voted tin 
American ticket. Mr. IC, and the per- 
sons with him attempted to interfere ami 
were tired upon and severely wounded 
Mi. R. then procured a hack and placi d 
the wounded man in it. While proceed- 
ing with the hack to the surgeon's, in 
passing the corner of Madison and Jack- 
son street the hack was attacked by a 

number of Irishmen from Irish Row on 
Jackson street. A number of shots were 
fired, the driver nnd a boy sitting beside 
him were wounded, and the wounded 
men in the hack . ere shot in several pla- 
ces. The Irish followed the hack, filing 
;tt it for a whole square. 

Soon after this the crowd of incensed 
and infuriated Americans went to look 
after the aggressors, and the riot ensued 
iu which the brewery was burned, sev- 
eral houses mobbed, aad a number td 
persons, Americans and Geiumns, wen 
wounded. 

About half-past six, on Preston street, 
near Main, John Sutherland, an Amert- 
ean, was shot at from across the street 
aad wounded in the head. The irishman 
who fired at him was subsequently pur- 
sued and beaten severely.
